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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Applicant's election without traverse of claims 1 -1 2 in the reply filed on 7/9/07 is 
acknowledged. In addition, amended claims 13-18, 22, and 27-33 have been examined 
with the elected invention. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

2. The information disclosure statement filed 3/1/04 fails to comply with 37 CFR 
1.98(a)(1), which requires the following: (1) a list of all patents, publications, 
applications, or other information submitted for consideration by the Office; (2) U.S. 
patents and U.S. patent application publications listed in a section separately from 
citations of other documents; (3) the application number of the application in which the 
information disclosure statement is being submitted on each page of the list; (4) a 
column that provides a blank space next to each document to be considered, for the 
examiner's initials; and (5) a heading that clearly indicates that the list is an information 
disclosure statement. The information disclosure statement has been placed in the 
application file, but the information referred to therein has not been considered. 

Drawings 

3. The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1 .84(p)(5) 
because they include the following reference character(s) not mentioned in the 
description: 392 (see Fig. 14). Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 
1.121(d), or amendment to the specification to add the reference character(s) in the 
description in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(b) are required in reply to the Office action 
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to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing sheet 
should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, 
even if only one figure is being amended. Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing 
date of an application must be labeled in the top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" 
or "New Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1.121(d). If the changes are not accepted by the 
examiner, the applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective action in 
the next Office action. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Specification 

4. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: On page 8, 
lines 8 and 14, reference numeral "296" is used to refer to "ball pads" and "sensor 
block"; On page 14, line 22, "286" is objected to because it is the incorrect reference 
numeral used, therefore it is suggested to change "286" to - -386- -. Appropriate 
correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

5. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the Invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

6. Claims 1, 2, 27, and 28 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated 
by La Valle (3,706,122). 

Regarding claim 1 , La Valle discloses an apparatus (60) which comprises a 
carousel (61) rotationally coupled to a base (62), and a plurality of base stations (1-8) 
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including a merge station (3) having a merge tool and the carousel being rotatable 
relative to the plurality of assembly stations (1-8). 

Note that " to merge at least one head or head suspension assembly of a data 
storage device proximate to a disc " is a recitation of intended use, and a recitation of the 
intended use of the claimed invention must result in a structural difference between the 
claimed invention and the prior art in order to patentably distinguish the claimed 
invention from the prior art. If the prior art structure is capable of performing the 
intended use, then it meets the claim. 

Regarding claim 2 , La Valle discloses the plurality of assembly stations (1-8) 
include a load/unload station (1 , 8) and the carousel is rotatable between the 
load/unload station and the merge station (3). 

Regarding claim 27 , La Valle discloses the carousel (61) includes a plurality of 
assembly nests (63-63) removably coupled to a carousel plate. 

Regarding claim 28 . La Valle discloses the carousel (61) includes at least one 
assembly nest (63-63) and the at least one assembly nest includes a datum opening 
located in housing (78; Fig. 17). 

See column 6, line 46 - column 9, line 29, and figures 2, 10, and 1 7 for further clarification. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

7. Claims 3-18, 22, and 29-33 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected 

base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 

limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 
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Conclusion 



8. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. The references cited on the attached PTO-892 are cited to show 
assembling devices using a rotatable carousel.
